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Calcutta is entitled to the gratitude of the whole Muham- 
madan community. At least the mentorial of the Association 
has served to bring the unsatisfactory condition of that 
community to the notice of the rulers. Lord. Dufferin has 
been pleased to make some useful recommendations to tho 
local Governments for the benefit of Musalmans. In conclu- 
sion the Rafiq briefly describes these reco mmendations. 


The Koh-i Neir (Lahore), of the 6th August, referring to 
the case of Laidman versus Hear- 
sey, observes that Mr. Laidman’s own 
statement and those of the witnesses for the prosecution at 
the triat show that he was not only accustomed to call natives 
kdld sur (black pigs), badmash (bad’ characters), and hardmed- 
da (bastards), but that his decisions also were sometimes not 
legal’ or just. He did not strictly’ observe the law, but 
decided cases as he pleased. Look at the deer case. Mrs. 
Hearsey stated on oath that the animal was worth Rs. 100, 
but Mr. Laidman gave a decree only for Rs. 5 on account of 
damages, and ordered the sum to be paid to another person, 
and not to Mrs. Hearsey, to whom the animal belonged! 
The Koh quotes extracts from Mr. Laidman’s statement and 
those of some witnesses bearing on his conduet towards 
natives, and remarks that the orders of the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh Government in connection with this 


case are now anxiously awaited by the whole native comme. 
nity.

The Nydya Sudha (Harda), of the 5th August, says that 
Colonization of the SOMO time ago the new Chief Com- 
Charws Forest, Hards. missioner of the Central Provinces 
issued orders for the colonization of the Charwa forest in 
Harda. Although the terms offered were rather strict, about 
500 persons came forward to settle and sent in their applica- 
tions. But Government considered it advisable to grant lands 
at first only for the settlement of thirteen villages on the 
banks of the Chotataba river. People engaged servants, pur- 
chased cattle and implements of husbandry, and set about 
cutting the jungle and breaking up the land for cultivation. 
But the Deputy Commissioner has recently received orders 
to stop the colonization scheme, and even to resume the 
lands which have already ‘been granted to settlers. It is 
not known what is the cause.of this sudden stoppage of the 
scheme. Different rumours are prevalent in -eonnection with 
the subject, One romour says:that Government has entered 
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nto an agreement with the landlords of Bhamgarh in ‘Khand- 
wa to take some lands from: them and to give them the 
Charwa forest in return. Another rumour attributes the 
stoppage of colonization'to the circumstance that.the Chief 
Commissioner did not previously obtaia the ‘satiction of the 
‘Supreme Government to the scheme as he should have done. 
Let this be as it may, there. is. no doubt that the measure 
will involve a great, loss to the settlers and shake popular 
confidence in:the orders of Government. Hence the Sudhd.is 
of opinion that if the settlers canhot be allowed to keep the 
lands which have been already given them, ‘they should be 
offered suitable lands in a neighbouring forest. .
